"Let us note a (ew of the signs 
of the times, which are signs of 
the coming end . 

"First, the great internal dem- 
onstrations — earthquakes, tidal 
waves, and the like. They are 
forerunners of the end When Mt. 
Pelee sent out its wave of death it 
was the beginning of the wide- 
spread seismic disturbances. 
Every oountry exeept Australia 
during the last few years has had 
volcanic disturbances and internal 
disorders. This has been more 
widespread than every before. It 
is the sign of the end. 

"In the second sign the 
prophecies of the Gospel. It is 
said that the Gospel would be 
preached to all the earth. Then 
cometh the end. This work has 
been well nigh completed. There 
are 300 missionary societies and 
02,000 missionaries at work in 
foreign fields. Within five years 
every point in China will have 
been reached. Within seven years 
the remotest corner of Africa will 
hear the Gospel. In 20 years from 
now the gospel will have been 
preached to every creature. Then 
cometh the end. 

"The third sign : Reign of law- 
lessness; haters of government^ , 
Lewd and wicked people, with 
damnnablc heresies, were declared 
by the scriptures, to be the begin- 
ning of the end. 

"We have trusts great and 
small, and by their labels and 
marks command that we shall buy 
or starve. A few men — II in num- 
ber— fix the price per ton in coal. 
We must pay for it at their price 
or freeze. 

^ "The Socialist and the infidel 
rjoin hands, and with their power to 
denounce God, assassinate rulers, 
■"starve the poor and throne the 
rich and strive to put down every- 
thing that is up.

S. con- 
ventions of the Christian ehurch 
which met at Glasgow, Ky., Sept.

Glasgow is 101 miles from Louis- 
ville and 10 miles from the main 
line of the L. * N. We can only 
briefly refer to to theseeoiiventions. 
Tin < . W. B. M. came first — Mon- 
day night to Tuesday night. Up 
tn Sept. 1st. the auxiliaries amount- 
ed to 1(19,100. The increase and 
decrease in number of auxiliaries 
offset each other. The addresses 
were of a high order, and the rou- 
tine work 1. f convention interesting. 
The singing during the three days 
was led by Leonard Daugherty, as- 
sisted by local choir and some visi- 
; tore. The same officers were re- 
elected, except that the duties of 
State Organizer will be dispensed 
with and future arrangements will 
be made.

A Musical Instrument of Flints the 
Strangest in Existence.

If the 
ice and skill of the piano's ere- 
nd owner, Mr. Honore Baudre, 
be carried on to further 
lengths, it is not impossible that 
such an orchestra could be forthcom- 
fog- 
It was the work of years for M. 
Baudrc- to make the collection of 
flints which constitute bis geological 
piano. They are now to be seen at 
an exhibition which is being held at 
Brest. The stones do not belong to 
the class of resonant rocks known as 
"phonolytes," such as are found in 
Auvergne, not fur from Mont-Dor*, 
but are flint.- collected bj M. Baudre 
with infinite toil and research, each 
giving when struck a true musical 
note. 

By accident while taking a country 
walk one day he picked bp a flint and 
chancing to strike it heard a faint 
note respond to the blow. The idea 
took hold of bin to gather, if post ' 
ble, enough flints to form a complete 
chromatic scale, DifSoultiei in the 
search for such stones only increased 
his ardor. For more than 30 yeai 
he pursued the quest, making it tli 

principal aim of his life to form 01 

of a collection of flints the instrunier 
he called the "geological piano." 

After many years he has at length 
got together the full scale in flint 
notes, and numerous examples of 
each with the exception of one. He 
had been so far unsuccessful in put 
ting his hand on the first "Do." Per 
haps it did not exist in nature. He 
gave up hope that he could meet with 
it in France. He would try Canada. 
Bat the new world showed no trace 
of the initial note of the octave, and 
M. Baudrc returned to his native 
land resigned to the notion that the 
chase must be abandoned in his old 
age. Fortune once again smiled, and 
the stone of which he despaired sud- 
denly appeared as he was w alking in 
Berry. 

Advanced in years, he now passes 
his leisure in playing, as he does with 
skill, on this curious piano. 

A BABOON SWITCHMAN. 

Animal That Does tbe Work of a Human 
Being in South Africa.
